I thought I should report immediately regarding the documents I 
received from the Jackson County District Cour~ in response to my 
request for Gunter' s criminal file,. ^ 

It appears that on June 21, 1935, Gunter was charged with sexual 
abuse in the second degree. On September 11, 1985 he was 
convicted after a guilty plea. He was sentenced to five years in 
prison but the sentence was suspended on the following terms: 
Supervision by the Oregon Corrections Division, six months in 
jail, payment of restitution and attorney's fees, remain a law 
abiding citizen, complete the sex offender program — alcohol 
treatment, no contact with minor children and no contact with 3oy 
Scouts of America organization. - 

Subsequent to the October, 1985 sentencing Mr. Gunter has been in 
trouble with the law on several occasions. He apparently wrote 
an MSF check, he was charged with theft in the first degree, and 
he was picked up for other thefts which caused the court to have 
a hearing on his probation status. 

In the process of reviewing Gunter f s probation status, his 

probation officer prepared two "special reports". I enclose both 

reports, one of which is dated July 24, 1986 and the other of . 

which is dated April 3, 1985. Please pay particular attention to . .

It was not clear to me whether you were aware of the extensive- 
ness of Mr. Gunter's activities and I thought you should see this 
report. When Mr. Gunter was first charged he was simply charged 
with sexual abuse in the second degree, which does not include a 
violation as serious as what is referred to in the April, 1987 
special report of Mr. Sam Olsen. It seems to aie that perhaps 
the extent of the conduct was not known at the time of the 
charge. I suppose we will find out more about this during 
discovery.

Mr. Gunter has been arraignec on a cnarge of Theft In The Firs; Decree 
arising out of the allege: tneft of a utility trailer in ^shiane, Oregon. 
Mr . Gunter accroached a f - i end of his for the purposes of borrow; nc a 
utility trailer which was located in a trailer park in Ashianc. The 
friend told Mr. Gunter that he did not knew who owned the trailer out Mr, 
Gunter could take one of the three trailers present. Mr. Gunter returned 
a day later and found the trailer which he haa been given permission to 
take locked and subsequently took the adjacent trailer. The owner of the 
trailer reported it stolen to the Ashland Police Decartment, ana 
aooraximately one month after taking tne trailer Mr. Gunter rez^msd it to 
the location from which it was taken. 

Mr. Gunter admits taking the trailer but claims he had no intent of 
stealing it. He claims he received permission anc uoon learning that the 
trailer had to be returned, immediately returned it.
